WASHINGTON, Jan. 29 (UP) 
~-Defense Secretary Charles E 
Wilson, after a conference with 
President Eisenhower, today 
stuck to his charge that some 
young men used the National 
Guard as a “draft dodging busi- 
ness” during the Korean war. 

Wilson, standing in the rain 
outside the President's office 
building, told reporters firmly 
that he did not discuss with Mr. 
Fisenhower his. controversial 
remarks before the House 
Armed Services Committee yes- 
terday. Wilson had told the 
committee that the Guard was 
a “sort of scandal” during the 
Korean war; “a draft dodging 


business.” 

“Perhaps it is a little tough 
language but. that is exactly 
what it amounted to,” Wilson 


said today. 
Angry Reaction. 


Wilson’s remarks yesterday 
brought angry reaction from 
some members of Congress and 
the rejoinder from Maj. Gen. 
Ellard <A. Walsh, National 
Guard Association president, 
that Wilson’s charge was “a 
lie.” 

But Wilson refused to apolo- 
gize for his remarks. 

“I know of no reason why I 
should,” he told reporters. 

Wilson at first declined to dis- 
cuss his controversial remarks. 
Then reporters asked what he 
discussed with the President 

Looking up at the White 
House, Wilson said, “This is not 
my dung hill—anything that is 


to be announced over here, 
somebody else ought to an- 
nounce.” 


Wilson was asked if he had 
fixed a date for his departure 
from the Cabinet. 

He said no, but he expected 
to leave “sooner or later.” 

Then he began to talk about | 
his feelings toward the Na- 
tional Guard. | 

“If anyone thinks I am 
against the National Guard, of 
course they are wrong.” he 
said. “I'm trying to get the 
National Guard efficient and 
trained. 

“I do think 
step up to be efficient and 
ready and modernize to take 
care of the responsibilities as 
they exist today. 

80 Per Cent Untrained. 

“I am told that more than 80 
per cent of the National Guard 
has had no prior military train- | 
ing today. That means they are 
not a very well trained outfit 
that can be depended upon. 

“Our whole purpose is to as- 
sure that a reasonable percent- 
age is well trained. 

“We are spending a good 
many hundreds of millions of 
dollars on the National Guard. 
And if they cannot be depended 
on, the expense is not justified. 
The people who are trying to 
perpetuate the inefficiency are 
doing the Guard damage.” 

Wilson was told that the chief 
objections voiced in Congress 
concerned his use of the words 
“draft dodging” in connection 
with Guard enlistments. 

“To keep up numbers rather 
than quality, they have enlisted 
tod many boys between 17 and 
18*4 years old,” Wilson said. 

These boys, he said, had not 
received proper military train- 
ing to be part of an efficient 
and dependable force.

DENMARK ASKS 
SOVIET MILITARY 
ENVOY TO LEAVE 


COPENHAGEN, Jan. 29 (AP) 
—The Danish government has 
asked Soviet military attache 
Antoli Rogov to leave the coun- 
try. 

A Foreign Ministry spokes- 
man said Rogov had engaged in 
activities * ‘incompatible with his 
post as a diplomat.” Military 
intelligence operatives had been 
watching him for months. 

The spokesman said Rogov 
had been given “about a week’ 
to leave Denmark. 

The Soviet attache was not 
declared persona non grata, the | 
usual procedure in such cases, 
but “because of his activities, 
it is considered in the interest 
of this country that he leave,” 
the spokesman added.

This point was significant, inas- 
much as the state contends that 
Paglino, when he registered at 
the motel under his own name 
shortly before midnight, was 
seen to park his automobile at 
the cabin. The implication was 
that the defendant had moved 
his machine before the fire. 

Fred Stark, operator of the 
motel, identified Paglino as the 
man to whom he rented Cabin 
No. 5. Paglino was alone and 
was driving a Nash automobile, 
he said, adding that it was a 
warm night, so he turned the 
valve which shut off flow of 
butane gas to heaters in Pag- 
lino’s cabin and a number of 
others. 


Affton Fire Chief Thomas W. 
Wissbaum and Fireman Michael 
Halm told the jury they could 
not determine the cause of the 
fire. Under cross-examination, 
Wissbaum testified that the 
south and east walls of the) 
cabin—those nearest the heater 
—were burned out, indicating

Company Has Difficulties. 

Iraq Petroleum has its diffi- 
culties, too. Three-fourths of fts 
production had to stop, but if it 
laid off its 9000 employes in the 
northern field, there might be 
serious political repercussions 
against the company, the Gov- 
ernment or both.

Report From London 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


Reports from my friends and fam- 
fly in St. Louis suggest that anti- 
American feeling in England is 
‘widespread and that it has grown 
into an enormous dynamic force. 
This rather dismays me. 


‘It seems that public opinion at 
hiome has been misled, In my daily 
encounters with Englishmen from 
all walks of life since my arrival in 
England last September I have yet 
to find any militant anti-American- 
ism. Occasionally in the British 
press I have read about some overt 
display of such or have seen a 
statement which violently attacks 
the United States. 


I believe that public opinion in 
the United States is confusing anti- 
American feeling, which does not 
exist, with certain sincere Anglo- 
American policy disagreements 
which do exist in some quarters. 
Such occasional policy disputes be- 
tween two democracies are to be 
expected. 

- - 

The main core of policy disagree- 
ment comes from certain elements 
within the Conservative party. Here 
I. refer to the “Suez Rebels,” who 
advocated British action in Suez 
and cried out against the withdraw- 
al of British troops from the canal. 

These Conservatives criticized the 
United States for (1) not immediate- 
ly approving their action, and (2) 
trying to persuade England to leave 
the canal. They believed that an 
old ally like America should have 
supported the English crusade to 
“stamp out the fire” in the Suez 
area. 

These Tories vigorously support 
the virtue of their policy and are 
openly critical of American policy 
in the Middle East. Perhaps their 
attitude can be better undefstood 
when one realizes that England is 
a trading and processing island de- 
pendent on the world commerce and 
resources which flow to them 
through the Suez canal. 


However, while disagreeing with 
American policy, many of these 
same “Suez Rebels” realize that the 
United States could not afford to 
back the English policy, especially 
jonce England and France were 
smeared in the Middle East. 


. * * 


Thus, these Conservatives recog- 
nize our viewpoint and, most sig- 
nificantly, they say: “Let's forget 
tthe past. This has been but one 
episode, which certainly cannot 
shake the solid and long-standing 
Atlantic alliance.” 

Unlike the “Suez Rebels,” the 
majority of the British public do 
not even disagree with the United 
‘States over our attitude toward the 
Franco-British Suez _ intervention. 
Many Conservatives and almost all 
Labor party supporters believe in 
varying degrees that the Suez action 
was a misguided adventure. 

This group has from the start op- 
posed the British,Government’s ac- 
tion in constant and heated public 
debates. Its faith in the United 
States indeed would have been 
shaken if we had aided the policy 
they were so bitterly combatting. I 
believe this majority of the English 

eople has more respect for the 
United States because of our Middle 
‘Eastern policy in recent months. 


The British have not fallen into 
the “anti-American trap.” I am cer- 
tain that people on both sides of the 
Atlantic still recognize their true 
friends, as indeed they must. |

The School Message 


Apparently with some reluctance, President 
Eisenhower again has asked Congress to help 
the American educational system out of its 
worsening crisis. His most helpful proposal is 
that the Government grant the states together 
$325,000,000 a year for four years, or a total of 
, $1,300,000,000. 

Representative A. B. Kelley of Pennsylvania 
already has a bill pending, H. R. 1, which calls 
for $600,000,000 a year for six years, or $3,600,- 
000,000 in all. Last year the Democratic bill pro- 
vided $400,000,000 a year for four years, a total 
of $1,600,000,000. If this was adequate then, 
Mr. Kelley may find it hard to show that the 
sum should now be increased by 50 per cent 
every year. Yet most school administrators ap- 
pear to feel that the President’s proposal is not 
large enough to bridge the gap between inade- 
quate school facilities and the growing demands 
on them. 

The President, however, offered some addi- 
tional help by proposing that the Government 
buy school construction bonds up to $750,000,000 
a year for four years from school districts which 
find it difficult to sell their bonds. Because 
of interest charges and bonding limits, this ob- 
viously will not accomplish as much as outright 
grants. 

Mr. Eisenhower wisely recommended that 
money be distributed not only in accord with 
the school population of each state but also 
with a view to its actual needs. Thus Alabama, 
for example, would get $13.48 per pupil while 
Connecticut would get $4.56. Missouri would 
get $6.96. Some recognition of need is appropri- 
ate, especially since the states are expected to 
match federal grants. This would keep some of 
them from adopting a policy of “Let Washing- 
ton do it all.” 

Education is primarily a local and a state re- 
sponsibility. But the President may be over-opti- 
mistic in insisting that this is only an emergency 
program and that the states and their school 
districts again must take up the full burden. 
Even under favorable conditions, it is doubtful 
that this will be possible for some time to come. 
The schools simply have been neglected too 
long to bring them up to par within a few years. 

Most of the money in his program would go 
into construction, leaving little for the even 
more difficult job of recruiting at least 120,000 
more teachers. And the $7,500,000 to be given 
to the states over a three-year period in connec- 
tion with education beyond high school would 
help them to do no more than establish commit- 
tees to study this problem. 

As to the politics of school aid, the President 
was right in counselling that his program should 
not be held up by obstacles such as New York 
Representative Powell’s plan to withhold funds 
from schools which have not conformed to the 
Supreme Court’s desegregation order. Here 
Mr. Eisenhower should look to his own party. 
Although Powell is a Democrat, his amendment 
in the last Congress was supported by 148 Re- 
publicans and 77 Democrats; it was opposed 
by 146 Democrats and 46 Republicans. It is to 
be hoped that the President can prevent a re- 
peat performance. 


Not Far Enough 

A bill that would submit a constitutional 
amendment permitting Missouri Governors to 
serve two consecutive terms has been offered 
by State Representative Daniel Curran of St. 
Louis. The measure is good as far as it goes. 
It does not go far enough. 

The existing prohibition against a Governor 
succeeding himself prevents Missourians from 
rehiring an able man. The Curran bill would 
permit them to retain a Governor for an extra 
four years but no more—even though he still 
might be the best man available and a better 
executive than on the day he first took office. 

It seems to us, and we think Mr. Curran will 
agree on reflection, that the people themselves 
are the proper custodians of the power to limit 
gubernatorial succession. It does not make sense 
to prohibit the people from continuing a good 
man on the job if they see fit. The fact that 
the United States Constitution now limits a 
President to two terms is immaterial; it is a bad 
rule and Missouri would be the loser by copying 
it. Missouri can trust its own people. 

Mr. Curran or one of his colleagues in the 
Legislature also ought to propose a companion 
measure—a separate proposal for the off-year 
election of Governor and Lieutenant Governor. 
Like the succession amendment, this too would 
have to be submitted to the people. 

The off-year elecgon of Governor and Lieu- 
tenant Governor would help prevent state issues 
from being overshadowed by national affairs, 
as usually happens under the present election 
system. Voters would enjoy greater opportunity 
to examine the candidates on their merits, and 
that would help to assure the election of the 
best man to the state's top office. 
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What About That Promise of Oil? 

The Federal Government is going to have to 
do more than merely appeal to the oil industry 
and the state regulatory agencies if it is to make 
good on its promise of 500,000 barrels daily for 
the British and European market. Since the 
promise was made last November, after the 
blocking of the Suez canal and cutting off of 
practically all oil shipments from the Middle 
East; the relief shipments from the United 
States have seldom been better than 275,000 
barrels daily. 

The Manchester Guardian, in a bluntly worded 
editorial printed Jan. 22, probably summed up 
the situation accurately when it said: 


The only hope of quick relief would be if 
President Eisenhower could persuade the 
Texas Railroad Commission to reverse its 
decision and allow an immediate increase in 
oil production. So far he has given no sign 
that he is prepared to use his influence to 
this end. And even if he were, it is not cer- 
tain that he would be listened to by the 
Texas oil interests, who are more concerned 
with watching after their own rights than 
with Europe’s problems. It looks as if we 
shall have to tighten our belts until the oil 
begins to trickle through Suez again. 


The Texas Commission and spokesmen of the 
oil industry have shown no change of heart 
since the editorial was printed. Chairman Olin 
Culberson of the Commission, for instance, said 
last Saturday that if stocks of gasoline and 
other crude oil products go to much higher lev- 
els “it will almost wreck the domestic industry.” 

The demand for petroleum products other 
than gasoline has been so heavy that refineries 
producing them have been turning out far more 
gasoline than can be sold, At the same time the 
price of crude oil has jumped 35 cents a barrel, 
with fuel oil, gasoline and other products rising 
as much as a cent a gallon. But Felix E. Worm- 
ser, Assistant Secretary of the Interior Depart- 
ment, says that gasoline yields can be reduced, 
with a corresponding increase in production of 
fuel oils, without any risk of domestic short- 
ages. If he is right, why does not the de- 
partment take steps to have the oil industry 
comply? 

If President Eisenhower or Secretary of the 
Interior Seaton does not find a way to get to the

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Progress on the Plaza 

The Urban Redevelopment Corp. has taken 
action which the community Will hope may push 
the Plaza project off dead center. 

This 6\4-acre tract should be a showplace in 
which the happy results of private initiative and 
government subsidy combine to provide St. 
Louis with an attractive middle-income housing 
complex. It should be, but so far it has not been. 
For more than a year the site has been a waste- 
land in the heart of the city. 3 

To attempt to make the project move, the 
Redévelopment Corporation has mofe than dou- 
bled its original bid of $450,000. It did so in the 
face of the Federal Urban Renewal.Administra- 
tion’s refusal to budge an inch from the $920,000 
the agency estimated the ground to be worth. 

The Corporation’s $450,000 bid of last May 
was the only offer that the Federal Government 
had for the land, so the Urban Renewal officials 
can congratulate themselves on having driven 
a sharp bargain. The effect of it will be to 
boost the average rent of each apartment from 
$2 to $2.50 a month over the life of a 30- or 40- 
year mortgage. In effect, then, the added cost 
of the ground will come out of the pockets of 
future tenants. 

The Corporation’s bid hinges on certain finan- 
cial conditions being met. Federal officials cer- 
tainly ought té do all they can to assist the Cor- 
poration to meet them, Approval of the pro- 
posal by the city’s Land Clearance Authority is 
an encouraging step. 

When will the dirt fly in the Plaza? That is 
still the big question. If the Redevelopment 
Corp. now gets the priority service on FHA 
commitments and other assurances it needs, the 
project may move fast. If not, the danger and 
the outlook would be for more of what we have

Washington Can Help Poland 
. Now that Polish Premier Gomulke’s electoral 
victory has turned out’ to be even greater than 
was indicated by the early returns, it is up to 
non-Communist governments to consider what 
they can do to help him in drawing Warsaw 
farther and farther out of the Moscow orbit. 

One of his biggest tasks is to maintain his 
leadership against the more or less concealed 
opposition of old Stalinists and Communist 
job-nursers. He must turn the Polish rising 
into an improvement in the economic lot of the 
people. And here the West, especially the 
United States, can help with judicious grants, 
loans and trade. 

A Polish economic mission will be in the 
United States within two weeks. It should 
not go back empty-handed. True, our laws have 
placed obstacles in the way of aid. But there 
is the prospect of immense change in Poland, 
and we should act to further it.

First Defense in Traffic Safety 

The Missouri driver's license law is Missouri's 
first defense against the rising traffic toll. This 
is so because the license represents the ultimate 
and continuing test of a motorist’s right to drive. 
If he proves a reckless driver, he should lose 
his license. 

Yet the 1951 license law, despite some amend- 
ments, still contains loopholes large enough for 
many motorists to speed through. Recognizing 
this, legislators have introduced two new bills 
to strengthen the law. 

One is sponsored by the State Highway Pa- 
trol. It is based on experience with arrests of 
drunken drivers, who are involved in a fifth 
of all fatal accidents in the state, and with at- 
tempts to convict them, which are not always 
successful. At present, driving while intoxicated 
is a felony punishable by a prison term, and 
juries often will not convict. 

Therefore the State Patrol'proposes that the 
first two offenses of drunken driving be con- 
sidered misdemeanors, with rising penalties, and 
the third offense a felony. Any conviction for 
the offense would permit revocation of the driv- 
er’s license, which is the chief consideration. 

A second bill was introduced by Representa- 
tive Robert W. Crawford, Democrat, of Vernon 
county. It would give municipal court convic- 
tions for moving traffic offenses the same status 
as convictions in state courts. The convictions 
from either source would be recorded in Jeffer- 
son City, where a sufficient record of convic- 
tions means automatic revocation of the license. 

This provision recognizes to some extent that 
city police courts ought to have the same posi- 
tion as state magistrate and circuit courts in 
traffic cases. The city courts hear most of the 
traffic cases in St. Louis. Yet as matters stand, 
a man may dangerously violate a city ordinance 
and lose his right to drive here, but drive any- 
where else in the state. 

Mr. Crawford's bill also would give judges 
more discretion in dealing with serious first of- 
fenses. The state law requires license revocation 
upon conviction of three charges of careless or 
reckless driving within two years. Convictions, 
as opposed to arrests, are hard to obtain with- 
in the period. The new bill would give judges 
authority at least to recommend suspension of 
a license for up to 15 days, on the first convic- 
tion of reckless driving. 

Perhaps this bill is still not severe enough. 
City judges ought to have equal authority with 
state magistrates to suspend licenses for serious 
driving offenses. All judges ought to have more 
discretionary authority to suspend licenses for 
as long as a year. 

But the two important measures now before 
the Legislature offer a working basis for a real 
overhaul of the license law which should pro- 
tect everybody on Missouri's highways.

10,000,000 More Jobs 

If competition for labor develops as intensive- 
ly as the Department of Labor foresees in the 
coming eight years, a little forehandedness may 
pay handsome dividends. Ten million more 
workers than at present, the department esti- 
mates, will be needed to fill the jobs necessary 
to sustain the expansion of our population and 
economy. More than half the newcomers, it says, 
will be women, who will fill a greater variety of 
jobs than ever before, and many of the rest will 
be persons over 45, an age group rapidly in- 
creasing in size as life expectamcy lengthens. 

A complex of barriers now stands in the way 
of full utilization of women and over-45 workers 
in the labor force. Humanitarian motives have 
always dictated a wiser offering of opportuni- 
ties to these groups. Coldly pragmatic motives 
will be arguing to the same point, if the Labor 
Department's forecast is correct. 

The organization which most sensibly prepares 
to make use of all productive talents, regardless 
of sex, age—or race—may be the organization 
most unlikely to be left in the lurch for labor 
force between now and 1965.

The Middle East has seen mone 
strange twists and turns in the last 1 
months. Of these one of the most un- 
expected has been the rapprochement 
between Iraq and Saudi Arabia. 


It was King Saud’s father, Ibn Saud, 
who drove out Feisal of Iraq's great- 
grandfather, Hussein, from his sheik- 
dom, embracing the holy cities of 
Mecca and Medina. And since then 
Saudi gold has been behind muoh 
plotting in Bagh- 
dad. But now Saud 
has met Feisal 
both in the Per- 
sian gulf and. in 
Beirut. 

The reason for 
reconciliation is 
simple: Both na- 
tions see their fu- 
ture threatened by 
Col. Nasser’s na- 
tionalization of 
Suez and the sub- 
sequent blocking of 
the canal during 
the British-French 
landings. Through 
Suez went the oil that gave Feisal 
and Saud their wealth. 

Saud can no longer afford the lux- 
ury of enmity with Iraq, for the loss 
of oil revenue comes at a time when 
other dangers threaten. 


His father, Ibn Saud, created the 
sprawling desert kingdom by a mixture 
of his own prowess at arms and the 
fanaticism of his Wahhabi supporters. 
It was a personal, territory. Saud's 
succession was a risky gamble. Primo- 
geniture is not the rule in Arab dynas- 
ties, and 30 brothers were, and are, 
King Saud’s possible rivals. 


The Old Clashes With the New 


King Saud 


One of the main weaknesses of Saud 
today can be traced to happenings of 
20 years ago. In 1933 the Standard Oil 
Co. was granted a concession which has 
now grown to the $750,000,000 Aramco 
investment. This financial shot in 
the arm has turned what was a mainly 
nomadic Arab nation into a three-quar- 
ters settled society. Aramco has 
brought not only education, but mod- 
ern political ideas. 


At the moment the oil receipts serve 
as a private source of wealth for King 
Saud and his relatives. But the newly 
educated classes outside the royal fam- 
ily demand a state’ treasury and na- 
tional accounting. Then the reformers 
demand a regular civil service and 
public administration in place of the 
family councils dominated by King 
Saud that up to now have ruled this 
desert kingdom. 


Added to dynastic threats and re- 
forming zeals, Saud has been faced 
with Col. Nasser and his immense 
power and prestige throughout the 
Arab world. The Saudi army has 
American advisers. But now it has 
also an Egyptian military mission with 
Egyptian advisers ever ready to give 
instruction and advice on matters other 
than military affairs to young Saudi 
Gee batt ecrese 

0, boomin 
Arab world, speaks a , a. ha 
guage for King Saud in the homes of 
his people—victory for the masses and 
a social reform. And Egyptian teach- 


ers, as others in the Middle East, have 
found their way into the schools of 
Saudi Arabia. Beirut in the summer 
of 1955, the clearing house of censored 
news in the Middle East, was full of 
rumors of an attempted pro-Egyptian 
coup in King Saud’s kingdom, 


In the face of this threat, both of 
progress and revolution, King Saud 
has not been idle. In a country where 
slaves are still sold in public for $150 
for an adult male, $300 for a boy and 
$600 for a girl, the Saudi monarch has 


decided that progress backwards shall 
be the order of the day. 

First the old puritan regime of the 
Wahhabis is being restored. Foreign 
papers are banned. Photography is for- 
bidden. Dangerous reformers in Aram- 
co have been requested to leave. Saudi 
children overseas are being called 
home. For girls education is not al- 
lowed, 


Fanatical Tribal Force Revived 


Finally, new officers coming into 
Saudi Arabia from the Egyptian mil- 
itary mission are being personally 
screened by the King. 

But the main instrument of Saud’s 
attempt to put the clock back is his re- 
vival of the Ikhwan, the “Brotherhood.” 
In the first three decades of this cen- 
tury, this fanatic religious tribal force 
was the main weapon used by Ibn 
Saud for his conquest of Arabia. When 
oil began to rule, and conquest was 
over, the puritan Wahhabis of Islam 


declined in power. Now, with new dan- 


‘gers, Saud has revived the force and 
across his kingdom he has stationed 
groups of the Ikhwan as private com- 
mando and secret police rolled into 
one. And it is aimed against pro- 
Egyptian groups that exist in the reg- 
ular army. 

So the Saudi monarch is now at- 
tempting to ward off an illegal labor 
movement, a noisy, protesting middle 
class and revolutionary groups within 
the army ‘by calling in the Ikhwan, the 
force that conquered Saudi Arabia for 
his father. And as further allies he 
relies on the Ulema, the Priesthood. 
fixed politicians and conservative tribal 
chiefs to beat off the increasingly ur- 
gent demands for reform. 


King Saud vs. Col. Nasser 


Yet for all these moves, Saud faces a 
dangerous dilemma. Openly he dare 
not appear to oppose Col. Nasser. If 
he did the Egyptian Government would 
quickly call him a Western running dog 


and a “British stooge” like Nuri Pasha 
of Iraq. 


At the moment President Nasser is 
fully engrossed in his struggle to pre- 
serve his own position over Suez and 
rebuild his armed forces. 


But if President Nasser does succeed 
in defeating the present challenge to 
his position, he will emerge stronger 
than ever in the Near East. And then 
Egypt might look for further successes, 
and what could be more pleasing than a 
coup in Saudi Arabia? 

So King Saud faces difficult and 
dangerous days ahead. He will need 
all the skill and courage of his father; 
but even this may not be to 
save him from the avalanche of change 
that is now engulfing the Middle East.

Senate. He and the Republican 
Senate leader — William F. 
Knowland of California — 


teamed up and stepped in to 


moderate the winds. 


This they did by installing 
Senator John McClellan (Dem.), 
Arkansas, as head of a select 
committee. It soon became very 
apparent that there was not to 
be a real investigation, even 
though the committee was di- 
rected by the Senate to “in- 
vestigate attempts of persons 
to influence improperly Sen- 
ators or offices and employes 
of executive departments 
through campaign  contribu- 
tions.” 


Easy Story to Get. 


That seemed to be plenty of 
leeway, and the committee got 
a staff of 30. 

It was common knowledge 
that oil had contributed to the 
campaigns of a number of Sen- 
ators who did not, like Senator 
Case, spurn this help. But the 
committee steered away from 
any investigation into political 
activities of oil. with Senators 
which it had been instructed 
to do. 


All it had to do was what 
other Senate committees have 
done in the past when Senate 
ethics were higher. This was to 
subpena the heads of big oil 
companies before it, along with 
their books, put them under 
oath, and get the story which 
everybody familiar with what 
has been going on knows is 
there. 

Not so. of course. The com- 
mittee did bring out that vari- 
ous oil and gas groups had spent 
over $2,000,000 in the campaign 
to put over the gas bill, but this 
was not exactly news. 

Months before, the alert Wall 
Street Journal, in a dispatch 
from Houston, Tex., told about 
the expensive campaign and 
how it was being organized and 
carried on, but slightly under- 
estimated the total cost, fixing 
it then at $1,500,000.

The natural gas bill is back 
for another try.

housing, low income, persons 
disadvantaged because of racial 
discrimination, and delinquency, 
the easy assumption was made 
that this was cause and effect,” 
Beck said. “From this we de-

raise everyone's income and get 
good housing for everyone cnd 


| provide for the basic decencies 


of health and welfare. delin- 
quency would pretty well dis- 
appear. 

Mistaken Theory. 


“Many cling to such ideas 


| despite the fact that the highest 


delinquency we have ever 
known has occurred during our 
moSt prosperous years, and the 
fact that delinquency declined 
during the depression,” he said. 

Even under slum conditions, 
Beck declared, there may be no 
delinquency ‘‘where there is a 
sense of neighborly concern, a 
spirit of togetherness which 
gives moral and emotional sup- 
port from one person to an- 
other and is transmitted to the 
upcoming generation 

“In such communities,” he 
continued, “the sense of ethics 
is transmitted from parents to 
children and from family to 
family, so that there is not the 
impulse to strike out at the 
community which delinquency 
represents.” 

“It is the degree of integra- 
tion, the feeling of oneness. the 
sense of togetherness, that de- 
termines the delinquency rate,” 
Beck said 

“A ruthless 


community, a 
community full of nates and 
tensions, marked by ‘dog eat 


dog’ will produce delinquency. 
On the other hand, a commu- 
nity marked by a climate of 
care, each for the other, is not 
productive of delinquency re- 
gardess of external social cir- 
sumstances.”’ 
‘Dramatic Correlation.’ 

There is “a dramatic correla- 
tion between war, threat of war, 
cold war, and the delinquency 
rate.’ Beck stated. “The more 
unsettled world conditions are, 
the more delinquency we have.”

It is offensive to a goog restau- 
rant to have a diner wipe his cutlery and unforgivable for 
a guests to do so in a private home. 

No restaurant patron shduld be required to eat some- 
thing that does not conform with his order. A rare piece of 
roast heef, if one has ordered it well done, is not a proper 
filling of the order. 1 

No restaurant with any reputation fails to make an ef- 
fort to hold customers through pleasing them. However, a 
customer who eats the food and then complains that it was 
unappetizing has a rather poor case at the cashier's desk. 
Food that is unacceptable should not be eaten beyond the 
first taste, but should be sent back after consultation, if 
necessary, with the head waiter or head waitress. Well-man- 
nered people, however, always avoid public scenes, no mat- 
ter what the justification for displeasure.

OR more than 16 years the 
Frei has remained silent 

about its amazing operation 
in which special agents often 
risked their lives in helping 
smash the Nazis’ World War II 
spy networks in Central and 
South America. Four agents 
were killed in carrying out 
their missions, all in airplane 
crashes. 

The story began in 1940, 
when President Roosevelt and 
others in his Administration \ 
realized with grave concern, 
from evidence obtained in spy 
cases, that Axis agents had es- 
tablished a string of espionage 
bases from Mexico City south- 
ward to the Strait of Magellan. 

Actually, South America had 
become a staging ground for 
Nazi spies being slipped into 
the United States. Information 
on American defense and indus- 
trial efforts was being funneled 
through South Ametica to Ger- 
many. Clandestine radio stations 
beamed on Hamburg, Cologne 
and Brussels were pumping mil- 
itary, political and economic re- 
ports to the Nazis’ spy head- 
quarters. 


Long before Hitler’s star had 
begun to rise, Germans had 
migratetl to South America and 
settled in the growing countries 
in colonies which, for the most 
part, clung to German customs, 
language and culture. 


The Nazi movement took hold 
in these areas. Germans wore 
the uniforms of storm troopers 
and carried the Nazi flag on 
ceremonial occasions. There 
were German youth movements, 
a German labor front, a Ger- 
man Workers’ party, and a Ger- 
man war veterans’ organization.

BI Director Hoover discussed 
[: the problem early in May with 

Assistant Secretary of State 
Berle, and again in early June 
with Berle, Gen. Sherman Miles, 
assistant chief of staff of Army 
G-2, and Adm. Walter S. Ander- 
son, director of Naval Intelli- 
gence. Out of these meetings 
came a proposal for the organ- 
ization of a Special Intelligence 
Service (SIS) to operate in the 
foreign field. 


FBI agents were soon drifting 
south. Most of them were men 
who had developed special skills 
in undercover work, and they 
went south secretly. 

One undercover agent went to 
South America as a soap sales- 
man for an American concern 
whose officials never suspected 
his role with the FBI.

Business Lesson for Junior Achievers 


3500 Teen-Agers in St. Louis Area Busy Running Own Companies, Learning by Doing

HE passengers on a sub- 
T urban bus were startled 

recently when a teen-ager, 
aided by two of his pals, lum- 
bered through the front door 
with a huge container of bottled 
bubble bath. 

But they weren't prepared 
for what happened next, Hardly 
had he crossed the yellow 
safety line when the teen-ager, 
left on his own by his friends, 
turned pitchman. 

“Ladies and gentlemen,” he 
said, “vou saw what a time I 
had getting on this bus with 
this container of bubble bath. 
I can’t get it off by myself. 
How about buying some?” 

He launched into a happy 


. Spiel about the many fine qual- 


ities of his product and before 
he got off, the container was 
light enough so he could handle 
it alone, and the bus passengers 
were the somewhat bewildered 
possessors of St. Louis-pro- 
duced bubble bath. 

The enterprising young sales- 
man was a member of Junior 
Achievement, an international 
program designed to teach teen- 
agers how business operates, 
from the deliberations of the 
board of directors and corpo- 
rate income taxes to the duties 
of the low man on the assembly 
line, They learn how to issue 
and sell stock, how to choose a 
product that the public is apt 
to go for, how to produce or 
assemble it, package it attrac- 
tively, select labels, sell it, re- 
pay their stockholders and 
liquidate the company. 

This, with the exception of 
the selling, they accomplish in 
60 hours of actual working time, 
about one and one-half weeks 
in the life of an average plant 
or office. 

They do it with the help of 
business men who are anxious 
to prepare the younger genera- 
tion to step into their shoes and 
are willing to invest time and 
money in the training of em- 
bryo industrialists. Each of the 
sponsoring firms lends to the 
program three of its men — a 
sales authority, a production 
man and an accountant — and 
these three, working as a team, 
serve with one of the Junior 
Achievement companies, guid- 
ing the teen-agers through the 
bewildering labyrinth of busi- 
ness procedures and counseling 
them on production, distribution 
and money matters, The sales 
gimmicks, however, such as ped- 
dling bubble bath on a bus, are 
usually the teqn-agers’ ideas. 

J. R. Peterson, general mana- 
ger of the Southwestern Bell 
Telephone Co., is president of 
the Mississippi Valley area cen- 
tered in St. Louis; H. F. 
Spoehrer, vice president of 
Sporlan Valve Co., is chairman 
of the board, and Henry L. 
Freund, president of Freund 
Baking Co., is vice chairman of 
the regional board and national 
representative from this area. 
W. R. (Bud) Schwenk, is area 
executive director. 

In observance of Junior 
Achievement week, representa- 
tives of the sponsoring firms 
will meet for dinner tomorrow 
night at Hotel Chase, then visit 
some of the miniature com- 
panies operating in the organ- 
ization’s seven centers in the 
St. Louis area. 

There they'll see products 
ranging from wrought iron ma- 
gazine racks to detergents be- 
ing manufactured or assembled. 
They'll watch production lines 
in action, hear the Junior 
Boards of Directors decide com- 
pany policy, visit company 
banks and hear” plans for 
stepped-up selling. All will be 
determined by the young people 
themselves, with their adult 
sponsors throwing in only occa- 
sional words of warning, just 
the right amount of advice, and 
plenty of encouragement. ° 


More than 3500 teen-agers 
from 90 St. Louis area high 
schools, ranging in age from 15 
to 21, are 1956-57 members of 
Junior Achievement. The aver- 
age age is 1742, the proportion 
of boys to girls about 60-40. 
They are recruited annually 
through high school programs 
and when their companies are 
liquidated in May, they'll be on 
vacation until September when, 
if they wish, they may re-enter, 
but only through the regular 
recruitment program. 

When they signed up last fall, 
they were divided into com- 
panies of 15 to 25 each. In ad- 
vance, the three adult volun- 
teers had decided on a practical 
“starter” project and were 
ready to help the teen-agers set 
up shop in a Junior Achieve- 
ment center, already equipped 
with power machinery. 

With the company capitalized 
at $200, each member bought 
one share of stock at 50 cents, 
his sole financial investment, 
and thereby became a member 
of his company’s Board of Di- 
rectors. Officers were elected 
and the remainder of stock sold, 
mostly to accommodating family 
and friends, although it is a 
matter of record that one share 
in Junior Achievement belongs 
to Dixie, a capitalistic-type ca- 
nine. 

Meeting only two hours one 
night each week for 30 weeks,

fourth session, the average com- 
pany had production well un- 
der way and members were 
figuring out new sales tech- 
niques to spur distribution. The 
sales, for which they vote them- 
selves a small commission be- 
sides receiving a minimum 
hourly wage of 10 cents, are 
conducted outside the 60-hour 
production program, but there 
is no set amount of time they 
must spend on it. That's all up 
to the individuals and the com- 
panies.

Sweating Metal Window 
F 


rames. 
N interesting little problem 
—unless it happens to be 
yours—is the one of con- 
densation -or sweating occur- 
ring on the inside of metal win- 
dow frames. 

This condition will occur 
even when the window is 
equipped with a storm sash. 
What happens, of course, is 
that in spite of the storm sash, 
the outside of the metal frame 
becomes cold. This cold is 
transmitted through the metal 
to the inside of the frame and 
when the warm inside air 
strikes this cold surface, con- 
densation is the result. This 
is a pretty hard problem to lick. 

One method of attack is to 
try and prevent the window 
frame from becoming chilled 
on the outside. This requires 
the storm sash to cover not 
only the movable portion 
the sash but also the frame. 

What's more, if a metal storm 


sash is used, some method must 
be employed to insulate it from 
direct contact with the window 
frame. This can be done with a 
small strip of wood fastened to 
the storm window frame. 


Another way to handle the 
situation is to try to warm up 
the window frame so that it is 
not too much colder than the 
inside air. This is done on the 
inside and the usual procedure 
would be to deflect air from 
the nearest radiator or register 
so it would flow up over the 
window frame. Covering the ex- 
posed metal with felt weather- 
stripping will also help but it 
won't look very pretty. 


In the case of a steel window 
frame, it's most important to 
keep it properly coated with 
paint for if the metal is ex- 
posed, the moisture from this 
condensation will start corro- 
sion which, if left to itself,

They all pay a ren- 
tal fee of $3 for the use of the

There are occasional “labor” 
troubles, too. The adult adviser 
of one firm arrived at the cen- 
ter to find his young charges in 
a slightly rebellious frame of 
mind. Their president was earn- 
ing the same amount per hour 
as the others, yet he spent too 
little time on the production 
line. 

The rest of the company had 
called a sit-down strike. 

Thinking fast, the adviser 
asked the strikers to go back to 
work and watch their president 
for the next few weeks, to see 
if he didn’t earn his 10 cents 
an hour—not on the production 
line, perhaps, but with admin- 
istrative duties. 

They agreed and the obser- 
vation was begun. 

Three weeks later, they de- 
cided they had been wrong. Not 
only did they agree he had 
earned his money, but he mer- 
ited a raise. It was four cents 
a week.

For St. Louisans in East

NEW YORK, Jan. 29. 


T IS NOT unusual for former St. Louisans living in the 
East to play leading roles in the life of their communities. 
Many in New Canaan, Conn., for example, know that Mrs. 
Talbot Rantoul, the former Claire Angert of St. Louis, fol- 
lows the latest develop- 
ments in her special field 
—art—helps promote art 
exhibits and enjoys the 
prestige of being the first 
person to adopt a new art 
form in her own work. (St. 
Louisans may remember 
that Claire Rantoul had a 
one-man show of water 
colors a few summers ago 
in Martha’s Vineyard.) 
Now, Claire Rantoul 
has another first to her 
credit. She and her hus- 
band will be the first family in New Canaan to take a 
Hungarian refugee couple to live with them. Coming from 
the refugee center at Camp Kilmer, N.J., the pair will! be 
guests of the Rantouls while learning English, after which 
the man has been guaranteed a job. 


The placement of Hungarian refugees in many areas of 
the .country is being arranged through federations of 
churches, which in New Canaan, are highly organized into 
committees on housing, jobs and interpreting. The Rantouls 
have been active in the movement since the first refugees 
began arrivmg in the United States and are anxiously 
awaiting their Hungarian guests. 


As for art, Mrs. Rantoul’s latest interests are two: the 
making of paintings out of string, and studies which she 
calls “light compositions.” In the first medium, she ties 
string (crochet yarn from the ten-cent store) to screws set 
around a frame and pulls them across the frame at inter- 
lacing angles. The result is a colorful geometric design. 
Claire Rantoul is probably one of the first artists to work 
with string this way, although a New York woman has done 
similar sketches in nylon thread. The light compositions, an 
original idea of Mrs. Rantoul, are studies in light and shade 
set in heavy box frames which are lined with light tubes. 
On two panes of glass in the frames she overlays variously 
shaped white and colored tissue paper, achieving a sort of 
chiaroscuro in transparent shades. 


Claire Rantoul also belongs to the Museum of Modern 
Art in New York and is an active member of the Citizens 
Art Committee for the New Canaan public schools, a com- 
mittee which she helped organize to promote art exhibits 
fn the schools. In addition, she manages her ultramodern 
house, three children and occasional weekends, including 
the past one, with her husband and friends skiing in South 
Vernon, Vt., where they rent a house in the winter months. 
The ski trails are two miles from Northfield, in the favored 
Hogback ski area. In February Mrs. Rantoul will take time 
out from her activities here to go to St. Louis and visit her 
mother, Mrs. Borden S. Veeder, and Dr. Veeder.

cup mixed sugar and cinnamon, 
one-half cup chopped walnuts, 
one-fourth cup seedless raisins. 

Dissolve yeast in one-third 
cup warm water. Combine 
beaten egg, milk, one-third cup 
lukewarm water and two table- 
spoons melted butter. Add dis- 
solved yeast and mix well. 
Combine flour, salt, mace and 
sugar and stir into yeast mix- 
ture. Knead on lightly floured 
board until smooth and place 
in well-greased bowl, turning 
one to bring greased side up. 


cut dough into small pieces, and 
roll into 40 walnut-size balls. 
Roll each ball in melted but- 
ter, then in cinnamon-sugar. 
Place one layer of 20 balls in 
well-greased eight-inch spring- 
form pan 80 balls barely touch, 
leaving a small space in the 
middle. Sprinkle with half the 


walnuts and raisins. Make top 
layer of remaining balls and 
sprinkle with rest of walnuts 
and raisins.
